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This responds to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement dated January 9, 



In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group 1 , claims 1 and 2 for 
examination. This election is made without traverse. 

In the Election of Species Requirement, the Examiner has identified the application as 
containing claims directed to more than one distinct species, particularly with respect to the 
electrodes, as follows: 

a) metal coil, 

b) elastic cushion, and 

c) metal cotton. 

The Examiner requires the Applicant to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted. The Examiner has indicated that claim 7 is 
considered to be generic.
